St. Louis —(NC)— A ruling by 
Missouri Attorney Genera! John M 
Dalton that public school funds 
cannot be used for transportation 
of parochial or private school chil 
dren has raised a barrage of pro 
test from Catholic leaders. 

Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter of 
St. Louis scored-the. ruling as 
“arbitrary and undemocratic.” 
while the presidents of the Arch- 
diocesan Councils of Catholic Men 
and Wemen denounced the action 
as a discriminatory one which 
penalized children because of the 
consciences of their parents 

The Attorney General's ruling 
was based on two recent decisions 
in which the State Supreme Court 
voided two amendments authoriz- 
ing transportation of private 
school pupils at public expense, 
which had been adopted by the 
legislature in 1939. 

Archbishop Ritter condemned 
the new ruling in a talk following 
the dedication of a new parish 
school in suburban Webster 
Groves. The Attorney General's in- 
terpretations, he said. should 
awaken Catholics and non-Catho 
lics alike “who believe in fairness 
and justice not only to protest but 
to take positive steps to remedy 
the situation.” Charging “a clear 
violation of the principles of de
